The necessary background research has been conducted and the Russians have allegedly 
declared that they are prepared te return the machine tools which they formerly 
dismantiéd. The Russians da not intend at the present to put the airfield back into

operation. The airfield and the buildings of the "Schemm-Schule” which belong to it, 
along with the houses on Breitscheidstrasse (formerly Ernst Heinkelstragpe}, are to be 
placed at the disposal. of the Peoplets Police (Volkspolizei) and built up as a Police 
Flying Sehool. Preliminary work on this project had already begun as of 7 July 1952. 
At that time only a small company of Russian Air Force soldters were at the field, 
performing guard duty. With the exception of the Heinkel plant, the area was being 
cleared of scrap, including scrapped German and Russian planes. THR scrap Was hauled 
by truck to the DAZ Schrott Kverswalde (N 53/vV 08) Oranienburg offite (Nebenstelle) 
collection point on Sachsenhausenstrassé, directly on the road going toward Norden. 
Tron scrap Was being loaded @nto rail cars on the spur line (Gleisenschluss) and 

then transported to VVB Vesta Stahl- und Walzwerk Riess; VVB Vesta Eisen= und Stahlwerk 
Groeditz, and VWB Vesta Stahl~ und Walawerk Hennigsdorf. Light metals, on the other 
hand, were allegedly being transported to the USSR;
